against the Fidelity Mutual Insurance 
company a'one, alleges litei iu the 
l-'iblicatiqt by the company in its quar- 
terly bulletin and other prints of 
statements to the effect tha*. the plain- 
tiff had swindled the insurance c-om- 
j-any out of a large sum of money. 
damages in the sum of $1,999.99 are 
asked.

Hunt, or Hunter, was arrested on the 


£7lh day of April. 1903, on a warrant 
ETorn out before Justice rf the Peace 
Eeuners by R. C. Miiiken, a former 
ajtent of the insurance company, who 
had recognized Hunt as he was seated 
in a barber's, chair in this city. The 
warrant averred that he was a fugi- 
ih't of justice from Texas, where, 5t 
was alleged, he had been a party to a 
c-vindle upon the insurance company 


At the time of the arrest 
it was 


stated by.Milliken that in 1896 Hunter, 
as he alleged at that time to have 
l-een known, disappeared from Texas 
after having taken out a policy with 
the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance 
company for a large sum of money, 
Ms sister, Mrs. Jennie M. Mettler, now 
Mrs. 
Smytbe of Elm street. Newark, 


Ohio, being the beneficiary. The com- 
lany resisted ths pajment of the poli- 
cy, and his sistei brought suit. The 
case finally went to tbe Supreme court 
of the United States, which affirmed a 
judgment rendered for her in the low- 
er courts in the sum of $2 =.028.25. The 
contention was n.ade by the attorney? 
fi;r his sister that Hunter had been 
swallowed by the quicksands in the 
j'«cos liver. The company maintained. 
that he had disappeared for the pur- 
pore of defrauding it. 


Hunt remained in the custody of 


tbe sheriff of Jefferson county from 
the day of his arrest untii November, 
3 £03. when, he was taiten to Texas by 
T. Roll Johnson, a special officer 
of 


ihat state. Preceding this action an 
attempt had been made to secure his 
rc'ease by habeas corpus proceedings 
instituted before Judge Charles A. 
iL'er.n. 


Hunt had been indictee! in Texas on 


tv.c charges of swindling the insur- 
ance company. He was tried on tlw 
lirst-indictment on the 9th 
day 
of 


Apiil, 1904, and acquitted. The follow- 
iiijr day he was tried on the second in- 
dictment, convicted and sentenced 
to 


<S\t: years in the penitentiary. His at- 
torneys took an appeal to the criminal 
court of appeals and on the 22 day of 
June that court reversed acd dismissed 
the case because of an error made by 
the trial jv.dge in his charge to the 


and Hunt was set -free. 


In the-^MiS, which are filed by his 


attorneys he alleges that the action 
of the company and its former agent 
and the officers of Jefferson couiity, 
v/as malicious and without reasonable 
cause, as the charge against him had 
been judicially investigated and 
the 


said prosecution ended and the plain- 
tiff discharged. He wants compensa- 
tion for the distress of mind and hu- 
miliation caused by his arrest and im- 
prisonment for considerable periods in 
Alabama and Texas, and for the- in- 
i';ry done to him by the 
insurance 


company by the publication of state- 
ments which he alleges are libellous 
aucl -without foundation ii; fact. 


It is asserted in behalf of Hunt that 


his disappearance from Texas wa:; not 
•Jop to any attempt to defraud the in- 
insurance company. 
Coming to Ala- 


V.ama he changed his name to Hunt, 
aud subsequent to his arrtst in this 
city had the change of name approved 
in the probate court. This will explain 
the confusion that has arisen as to his 
name. At the time of his arrest he was 
in the employ of the Singer Sewing 
Machine company.

BRYAN PLANS REFORMS 


Maintains Election of Judge Parker Will be Good 


Beginning—State Ownership of Railroads, Abol- 


ishment of Monopolies, Qoverment 


Control of Telegraphs. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 23.—W. J. Bry- 


an's plan for the reformation of the 
Democracy was given publicity. In it 
Mr. Bryan favors radical changes, but 
advocates the election of Judge Par- 
ktc for President as a good beginning. 
He declares for state 'wnership of 
railroads, government control of tele- 
graphs, abolishment of 
ihn 
private 


monopoly, end favors the income tax 
and election of Federal Judges by the 
l<rople 
Mr.. Bryan says in part: 


"My selection as atandard-bea.rer of 


the Democratic party in 189C and qgain 


radical and progressive element 
in 


the Democratic party. 


"The money question is.for the pres- 


ent in abeyance. The production has 
lessened the strain upon the dollar, 
and while bimetallism is a? sound in 
theory as it ever was, the necessity 
for it is noc so apparent. 


brought at this time to consider the 
various phases of the money question, 
they can be brought to consider other 
questions with which the Democratic 
party must deal. I have 
heretofore 


refused to take a position upon tbe 
question of government ownership of 
railroads. First, because I had not 
until recently studied the subject, an:l 
second, because tbe question had not 
been reached. Recent events havii 
convinced me that the time is 
noW 


ripe for the presentation of this ques- 
tion. Consolidation after consolida- 
tion has taken place until a few men 
now control the railroad traffic of the 
country and defy both the legislative 
and executive power of the nation. I 
invite the Democrats, therefore, 
to 


consider a plan for the government 
ownership snd operation of the rail- 
i oads. 


"The plan usually suggested is for 


the purchase of these roads by the 
Federal Government. This plan, it 


to me, is more objectionable 


iban a plan which involves the owner- 
ship and operation of these roads by 
the several states. To put the rail- 
roads in the hands of the Federal 
Goyernment would mean an enormous 
centralization of power. 


It would give the Federal Govern-! 


a - largely increased 
influence 


over the citizen and the citizen's af- 
fairs, and such centralization is not at 
all necessary. The several fetates can 
own and operate the railrods within 
their borders just as effectively E.S it 
can be. done by the Federal Govern-; 
ment,.;aEd if it is done by the states 
the objection based upon the fear 
of 


centralization is entirely answered. 


"A board , composed of representa- 


tives from the various states could 
deal with inter-state- traffic -just- as 
freight and passenger boards now deal 
with, the joint traffic of .the various 
lines. If th<: Federal Government had 
the railroads to build there would be 
a constant warring between 
different 


sections to secure a fair share of the 
new building and 
development., 
but 


where this is left to the state, the peo- 
ple in each state can decide what rail- 
roads i.hey desire to build or to buy. 


"While the Democratic party in the 


nation is advocating the Government 
wnership .of railroads, the Democratic 
party in the cities should 
'loon the 


same theory espouse the cause of mu- 
nicipal ownership of municipal 
fran- 


chises 


"Wt- have also reached a time when 


the Postoffice Department should em- 
brace a telegraph system as well as a 
mail system. The telegraph lines do 
not reach as many people as the rail- 
roads do, and while the abuses to pri- 
vate ownership have not been so open 
and notorious, yet there is no reason 
why tnis nation should not do what 
other nations are doing in this respect. 


"Tho private monopoly must be de- 


stroyed. 
The Democratic 
platform 


adopted at Kansas City declared the 
private monopoly to be indefensible 
and intolerable. 


The Democratic 
party has in two 


campaigns frtood for an income 
tax. 


The plan1.-: was omitted this year be- 
cause the men in control of the party 
thought it v/ould jeopardise success in 
the Eastern States. This objection may 
have weight when the appeal is made 
to a particular section, but it cannot 
have weight when the party goes forth. 
as it must ultimately do, to appeal to 
the masses. 


"The contest above outlined must be 


made whether the p&rty wins in No- 
vember or jiot. 
but an incident :u the life of a party.
